It thus impetus 
that while our inipulatiou between Ibtt) and 
jiereased sixty per cent., tho uttgiejjate 
property ot the country incteased 214 per 
cent., showing a vastly enhanced wealth per 
cunibi amonir the jioople. Thirty thousand 
millions ol dollars iSyu,(K»,000,(XU) has been 
li'lded during these twenty years to the per- 
manent wealth ot the Nation. 
These results are icgimlud by the older na- 
tkme of tho world as phenomenal. That our 
country should surmount the ixjril and tho 
cost ola g-itrantie war, and for an entire 
period of twenty years make an average gain 
to its wealth ol ?123.000,l)tiO per month, sur- 
PIISBCS the experience ol all other nations, 
aneient or modern. Kvcn the opiK)nent,s of 
tJ'O present revenue system do not pretend 
that in the whole history ot civill/.ation any 
parallel can tic lound to the material prog- 
n-ss of the United States, since tho accession 
of tlie Itopublican party to power. 
'rhe iK-riod between IBOO and to-day has not 
b"cnoncol material prosperity only. At no 
time in the history ot the United States lias 
there Ixjen such progress in the moral and phil- 
anthropic Held, itcllsious and charitable Insti- 
tutions, schools, seminaries and colleges have 
b^on founded and endowed far more (-"oner- 
ously than at any previous time luourhls- 
U»ry. Greater and more varied relief has been 
extended to human sutlering, and the entire 
knozreosof tho gounlry in wealth has been 
accompanied nnacdiunilled by a broadening 
and elevation ot our National character as u 
people. 
Our opponents find fault that our revenue 
system produces a surplus. But they should 
not lorget that the law has given a specific 
{mrposc to which all of tho surplus is profita- 
ily and honorably app led—the reduction ol 
ttie public debt mid the conecfjuont relief ot 
tho burden of luxation. No dollaf has been 
wasted, and tbe only extravagance with 
which the party stands charged is the g-cner- 
cus pensioning- of soldierc, sailors and their 
families—an extravagance which omliodies 
the highest form ot-Justice In the recognition 
and payment oi a sacred debt. When reduc- 
tion of taxation is to be made the Republican 
party can be trusted to accomplish it iu such 
form aa will rn< st qilcctivoly aid tbe indus- 
tries of the Nation.

Afiequent accusation of our opponents is 
that the foreign commerce of tho country bus 
steadily decayed under the influence ol tbe 
protective turill.

merce hue in the same period steadily ami 
prodigiously increased—increased indeed at a 
rate and loan amount which absolutely dwarf 
all previous developments of our trade bo- 
yond tho EOO. Prom ItWJ to tbo uresont time 
tho foreign comtncicooi fctic United States 
(divided with approximate equality between 
exports and iiaitorts) reached tbe astounding 
aRTecutc of twenty-four thousand million* 
of dollars <$a4.000,(WO,OOtl). The balance in this 
vast commerce inclined in our favor, but it 
would have been much larger if our trade 
with the countries of America, slsowhore re- 
ferred to, had been wisely adjusted. 
It is dillicult even to appreciate the magni- 
tude of our export tirade since 18GO, alia we 


can pain a correct conception of it only by 
comparison with prwednig iosi<lt« in the 
same tlelJ.

THE CIVIL SECE.HVI 


The general character of tlw civil service 
the United States under all admimstmtioi 
has been honorablii. In the one supreme le 
—the collection and disbursement of rovom 
—the record of fidelity has never boon su 
passed In any nation. With the almost fabi 
fous sums which were revolved and paid du 
ing the late war scrupulous integrity was tl 
prevailing rule. Indeed, throughout tu 
trying period it can be said. t« the honor r 
tho American name, that unfaithfulness un 
dishonesty among civil officers were as ra 
as misconduct and cowardice- on the Held • 
battle. 
The growth of tbe country has continual 
and necessarily enlarged the civil-service u 
til now it includes a vast body o-t officer 
Uules and methods of appointment whi 
prevailed when tbo number was smaller ba 
been found Insufficient and impracticable, an 
earnest efforts- have been made to ecpara 
tho great mass of ministerial officers from I 
partisan intluonce nnd personal control, 
impartiality In the mode of appointment to 
be based on qualitlcation, and security ot 
tenure to he based on faithful discharge 
of duty »ro tho two ends to be accomplished. 
The public business will be aided by separat- 
ing the legislative branch of tho Government 
from all control of appointments and the Ex- 
ecutive Department \till bo relieved by sub- 
jecting appointments to fixed rules and thus 
removing thorn from tho caprice ot favorit- 
ism. But there should bo rigid observance of 
the law which gives In all cases of oquol com- 
petency tho preference of the soldiers who 
ilskod thoh- lives in defense of the Union. 


I entered Congress in 11X3. and in a some- 
what proiomrcd service 1 never found it ex- 
pedient to request or recommend the removal 
ot a civil oflicor except In four instances, and 
then for non-political reasons which were lu- 
st antiy conclusive with the appointing power. 
Tbe officers in the district appointed by Mr. 
Lincoln In Jfidl, upon tho recommendation of 
my predecessor, served, as a rule, until death 
or resignation. I adopted 
at tbe

Kinnlng of iny service the test Qf competitive 
Examination tor appointment to Weat.Fplnt 
and maintained it so long as I had (he right 
bv law to nominate a cadet- In tbe ease or 
many officers I found that the present law, 
which arbitrarily llmlta tho term of the com- 
mission, offered a constant temptation to 
changes for more political reasons, 1 have 
publicly expressed the belief that tbe eseen-- 
tlal modification of that law would be In many 
raapoctc? advantageous. 
My observation In tbe Department of State 
confirmed the conclusions of my legislative 
exneriqnce. and impressed mo with tho cos-
